Speaking at the last meeting of the 
Red Cross Soc., Rev. Melvin Dobson 
gave an interesting talk on “This 
England.” In part, it was as follows: 

“Now I want to give you a few per- 1 
so/ial impressions of this England we 
hear so much about. I am a great 
lover of England, the country and its 
people. Not because I was born there, 
for I am as much a Westerner as any 
of you, but I lived in Northern Eng¬ 
land, the cotton country of Lancashire 
from 4 years to 21. 

Lancashire is the most thickly pop- 
Valentine dance , ulated of any of the counties, little 
villages of say 1000 people, every two 1 
or three miles, and towns of 100,000 
to 500,000 every 15 or 20 miles, and 
in every one the great cotton mills, of¬ 
ten with 1000 operatives. Cotton 
weaving needs a vei*y humid olimate 
and Lancashire gets over 40 inches of 
rain every year. Children begin to 
work in the mills as "half-timers,” 
they work half a day in the mills and 
go to school the other half. I wish you 
could be in a Lancashire village or 
town about a quarter to six in the 
mealing. Almost every operative 
wears clogs for footwear, leather tops, 
wooden soles, with an irqrv band 
around the outer edge of the sole. The 
sidewalks are large, square, stone 
flags, so you can imagine the clatter. 
Every week a certain amount is kept 
out of the wage for the holidays, 
when practically the whole town mi¬ 
grates to the seashore for ten days or 
so, for there is not one plaoe in Eng¬ 
land more than 100 miles from the 
sea. In the holidays, as many as 100- 
000 people have poured Into a resort 
like Blaclcpool in one day'. 

The thing which American people 
cannot understand is the smallness of 
England; it is said that, for the first 
few days American tourists proceed 
very gingerly, afraid of falling off. 
VS ell, it is not quite so bad as that; 
ndeed there are stretches of flat farm 
.land in East Anglia and moprlands in 
Yorkshire, Devon and the Salisbury 
Plains where one might well imagine 
himself on the Canadian prairie. Nev¬ 
ertheless, England is small. One com¬ 
parison would be to say it is one-fifth 
the area of Alberta, or, if we include 
Scotland (and England has no more 
loyal supporters than the staunch peo¬ 
ple north of the border), one-third the 
size of Alberta. Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick together are a little 
larger than England. 

It h&6 been said that comparisons 
are odious and' I once heaY-d a story 
told by g well known Yorkshire 
preacher, which gave a well deserved, 
rebuke to one whose comparison is 
based on size only. A Canadian said 
to an Englishman: ‘Why, we could

Thepe are slums in 
Liverpool where it is unsafe to walk 
after dark, and yet within a stone’s 
throw there is Bold St., one of the 
richest shopping centres in the world 

I want to close with just a word 
about the English people. The Eng¬ 
lish are a strange mixture of all kinds 
of varying characteristics. Reserved 
to th-3 point of coldness to strangers, 
yet harboring a kindly heart. They 
have -their own way of doing things, 
generally a hard and roundabout 
way, but a very thorough one. They 
have still a certain snobbishness 
among the clasps, which you never 
come across in (Canada. They are 
stubborn as mules, but, as Pearl 
Buck’s mother said of Andrew, her 
husband: ‘Your lather is stubborn as 
a mule and the aggravating thing 
about it all is that he’s usually right.’ 
My father was from England and I 
remember that ho never fully forgave 
a preacher who once said: ‘You can 
always' tell an Englishman but you 
'annot tell him much’.”
